Community Use of Dissemination Controls 

DCID 1/7, Control of Dissemination of 
Foreign Intelligence, dtd 5 Oct 75 


1. The purpose of this memorandum is to draw your attention to the 
continued lack of standardization in the use of dissemination control 
markings (or combinations of markings) on intelligence documents by 

w individual agencies, and the problems this creates for those responsible 

'"" r for indexing and retrieving such reports. 

2. Much of the difficulty stems from the fact that while DCID 1/7, 

Con trol of Dissemination of Foreig n Intelligence, and the implementing 

STATINTL CIA l l established certain common controls 

and procedures for the use and dissemination of foreign intelligence and 
related material, no limitation was placed on the use of other internal 
control markings which any agency might consider pertinent to its needs. 

Moreover, as stated in paragraph e. of I I all control markings STATINTL 

must not only be displayed prominently on the documents but "associated 
with data stored or processed in automatic data processing systems." To 
accomplish the latter means one must not only anticipate what kinds of 
markings will be employed but how to represent them in alpha or numeric 
code systems. Because I am associated with an office which must cope 
with the indexing problems raised by the multiplicity of possible 
control markings, I feel strongly enough about this issue to bring it to 
the attention of your committee.

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SUBJECT: Community Use of Dissemination Controls 


3. In the Central Reference document retrieval system known as 
AEGIS a specific set of symbols (see attachment A) is used to represent 
the various levels of classification and the common dissemination 
restrictions. Because there is no standardization, however, in the use 
of dissemination controls within the Intelligence Community, certain 
control stamps or combinations of dissemination restrictions occasionally 
appear on documents which cannot be represented in the system designed. 
Attached are some documents which illustrate the problem. 

4. Attachment B, an Air Force Information Report, is Unclassified 
but carries two dissemination controls: For Official Use Only (FOUO) 
and Not Releasable to NATO. This is a combination we have never expe- 
rienced before and we are unable to represent in our indexing system. 

5. Attachment C is a State Department report which also bears no 
security classification, but is stamped with two dissemination controls, 
i.e.. Limited Official Use and Not Releasable to Foreign Nationals. 

What the Limited Official Use (LOU) control represents is a State 
Department dissemination restriction which State, for years, has said 
should be treated as Confidential. The obvious question that might be 
asked is if the information should be treated like Confidential material, 
why shouldn't it be classified Confidential? In any event, this particular 
control stamp is one employed exclusively by State though probably 
interpreted in a variety of ways by other members of the Intelligence 
Community. It, too, cannot be represented in combination with the Not 
Releasable to Foreign Nationals restriction in our indexing system. 

6. Attachment D, an Army Information Report, is unique in our 
experience not because it carries a For Official Use Only restriction 
but because it states that "this protective marking is cancelled on 15 
April 1979," exactly three years subsequent to its date of publication. 

The report itself is a partial translation of an article in a Polish 
daily newspaper concerning members of the Council of Ministers of the 
Polish Government. Presumably the translation was stamped For Official 
Use Only because of copyright considerations, since the newspaper itself 
is on file in the Library of Congress and is available to the general 
public. This does not explain, however, why the dissemination restriction 
can be removed three years hence.

7. In brief, the attached documents and others we are seeing on a 
day-to-day basis demonstrate that not only are the various agencies in 
the Intelligence Community going their individual ways in the application 
of dissemination controls (perhaps because of a lack of understanding as 
to when to use such controls) but that DCID 1/7 has had little influence 
on limiting the types or combinations of controls used. Thus we can 
anticipate the need to continually modify our code systems for representing 
such controls. Whether the NFIB Security Committee wishes to address 
the issue of the possible misuse of controls is a matter which it must 
resolve for itself. At a minimum, however, I would urge that the 
Committee make some effort to limit the types of control markings that 
may be employed to minimize the burden on information storageand 
retrieval systems which must attempt to represent such dissemination 
restrictions in order that the documents do not fall into the wrong 
hands.

Uniquely, the 1976 Order, broadcast on May 8, failed to 
say anything about the Kremlin's effort to bolster its mili- 
tary arsenal . This is especially remarkable in view of a 
warning in the Order, issued by civilian defense chief Ustinov 
that: 


"imperialism has not lost its aggressive character. 
Militarist circles continue the arms race and the mili- . 
tary might of the NATO bloc is being built up. The 
policy of the present Peking leaders converges with the 
stand of extreme reaction." 

But the followup was merely that servicemen are watchfully 
performing their duties and improving their skills — not the 
standard tribute to the regime's "concern" or "measures." 

Even a reference to "the decisions of the [25th] Congress" 
ignored the "strengthening" theme, although the "Basic Trends 
of Development of the USSR National Economy for 1976-80," 
as approved by the 25th Congress, envisaged "strengthening 
of the country's economic power and defense capability." 

Ustinov thus seems to have implied that the Soviet Union 
now has a sufficiency of armaments. 

Pro-Consumer Voices . Ustinov's relatively peaceful 
message was preceded by signs of Kremlin rethinking about 
economic priorities with a view toward achieving a more 
rapid improvement of popular living standards: 

—Politburo member Andropov's remark in his Lenin Day 

speech of April 22 warned that "aimless waste of material 
resources for no purpose" could result from delay and 
'retreat on the front of detente diplomacy; 

— Pravda 1 s April 29 article titled "The Main Thing in 
Party Policy," by V. Stepanov, one of the editors of 
Suslov's 1972 book Selected Speeches and Articles , 
quoted Lenin on the great importance of living stand- 
ards under socialism and noted "the growth of our 
resources and possibilities for satisfying the material 
and cultural requirements of people"; and 

— the revival in Pravda's May 6 lead article of Brezhnev's 
grandiose promise, made in a June 1974 election speech, 
that in the next 15 years the party intends "to attain 
a full abundan ce of hi gh-qua li ty foo ds and consumer 
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goods" and provide each family with a well-appointed 
apartment. 

Bulldozing Sacred Cows ? It is, of course, premature to 
conclude that a decision has been reached to hold down, let 
alone cut, Soviet defense spending and redeploy resources for 
the satisfaction of consumer needs. But the shift of tone 
in relevant propaganda suggests that a section of Soviet 
leadership may be urging a reappraisal of the traditional 
policy of heavy /military industrial emphasis which was under- 
written as late as the 25th Congress in March. Nor can one 
help speculating that the new rhetorical turn away from 
orthodoxy has been connected with the death of Marshal Grechko, 
whose "theoretical" organ on the eve of the 25th Congress 
alone paid an editorial tribute to heavy/defense industry as 
the "bedrock" of the Soviet Union's "military-economic poten- 
tial."*
